For the first time, the Senate has 


rebelled under the le'ftdersblR of a 
Republican against the Administra- 
tion—which was wh.pt it ctjtJ when 
Vandertborg persuaded it to stop funds 
for the Florida ship ,cannl and three 
lesser projects. Thanks' to Vanden- 
berg, the Passnrrmquoddy project in 
Maine is being siniilarly ^eated. 


On top of that,' Vandenberg becomes 


even more embarrassing to the New 
Denl by his promise to expose huge 
AAA benefit paywents ,to large cor- 
porations. He also has been among 
those foremost in demanding investi- 
gation of WPA. 


By, such assaults 
Vander^b.erg is 


building himself up as an outstand- 
ingly available candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. If 
by any chance' Goy< Alf Lnnclon of 
Kansas should not be nominated, it is 
generally believed .In Washington ,thnt 
Vnndenberg would 
be the party's 


choice. 


He'd 
Rather Eun In 190 


But the senator has rmule no move 


toward gelling the nomination and 
there isn't any organized effort, ever^ 


i in his own state, to nominate him. 
The real lowdown on the yandenberg 
dark horse "candidacy" is this: 


Less than a year ago the Michigan 


senator was} acting very much like 
n man who would seek the nomina- 
tion. But now he suspects that the 
G. O. P. nomination won't .be worth 
having until 1940. 


Vandenberg favprs the nomination 


, of Senator Borah of Idaho. The Mich- 


j igajn delegation will go uriinstructed 
to the Cleveland convention, but re- 
ports arc that it probably will be pro- 
Borah. 


Borah wants Vandenberg nominated 


in case he can't win the honor him- 
self. He is said to have promised in 
effect Hint he would throw his sup- 
port al Ihe convention to Vandenberg 
if his own nomination seemed impos- 
sible. 


Meanwhile, the two men are play- 


ing clasoly, together and you'll hear 
;i lot more about all .this If it appears 
Landon doesn't have a walkaway nt 
Ihe convention's outset. 


Gets in New Deal's Hair 


Meanwhile, Vandenberg gets under 


the New Deal hide because he picks 
the spots where the hide is thinnest. 


Such projects as the Florida ship 


canal, and Passamquoddy have been 
under suspicion from the first as io 
their-soundness. PWA engineers re- 
jected them. Roosevelt .okayed them 
nnd there was plenty of room for be- 
lief that they never would have been 
approved unless political angles had 
been considered. 


They were begun in each case with 


55,000,000 from the work-relief fluid. 
Then the administration undertook to 
unload them on the regular budget.

Makes Projects Look Bad 


He argued that when a "doubtful" 


project such as the ship canal came 
up, the senate should think twice be- 
fore it permitted the president to em- 
bark the treasury on an expenditure 
of $150,000,000 or 5200,000,000 without 
previous congressional study and ap- 
proval. 


The senate agreed with him and
